City council last night decided to 


instruct J. A. llanlon, local engineer, 
to continue his investigations for a 
solution of the storm 
water sewer 


question. 


After working for about two weeks 


Mr. Hanlon made a report to council 
last night in which he suggested how 
the matter might be solved. He was, 
however, unable to furnish the acre- 
age which would be drained or an es- 
timate of the cost 
within the time 


limit. 


During the next three weeks he will 


work in conjunction with City En- 
gineer Fisher. The following, which 
is a portion of his written report, ex- 
plains his plan for draining the city's 
surface water: 


Originates On Orange. 


"The route originating on Orange 


street begins at the crossing of Orange 
and South Lawn in order to intercept 
all of the surface drainage which now 
reaches 
the 
combined 
sewer 
on 


Orange and Mulberry streets at that 
point; so that with the diversion of 
the other drainage farther east along 
Orange to the new lines the Orange 
and Mulberry street sewer will be a 
strictly sanitary sewer, except 
the 


drainage from 
Hickory street and 


some of the roof drainage from the 
American Art Works, which can be1 


easily relocated to reach the storm 
sewer at tiouth Lawn when in view 
of treatment of sewage at a disposal 
plant it becomes necessary. 


Runs East. 


"From Orange and 
South 
Lawn 


the proposed sewer line 
runs east 


along north side of the W. & L. E. R. 
R. track to the intersection of Orange 
with the line of the first alley east of 
South Eighth street this point being 
also the intersection of Orange street 
and Hurt avenue; thence south along 
the alley to Pine street; thence east 
on Pine street to first alley running 
south; thence along this alley to Kenil 
worth avenue; thence east on Kenil- 
worth avenue to Fair street; thence 
along Fair street and the alley along 
the east line of fair grounds to Linn 
street; thence east on Linn street to 
the a'lcy along the west line of ("ho 
right of way to tye W. & L. E. It. R. 
now occupied by the ditch to rfn out- 
let near the south corporation line. 


Only Slight Fall. 


"The line described is about 6,800 


• feet in length and the fall from Sev- 


enth street is about nine feet. This 
entire line is on public streets and 
alleys except 60 feet of the right of 
way of the W. & L. E. K. R. at the 
intersection of Orange street and the 
alley cast of Eighth street. 


Provides For Future. 


"This line of storm sewer provides 


not only for the conditions at Seventh 
and Orange, but provides in advance 
for the drainaue whi'-h will be requir- 
ed in the vicinity of South Eighth. 
Ninth and Tenth and Pine when these 
streets are improved by curbinc. pav- 
int: and sidewalks, as this location ha* 
little or no natural drainage.

also applies to Wilson avenue south 
of Kenilworth avonuo and 
to John 


street whoro th«io is no natural drain- 
aco. and much of <h"se s!reels is bo 
low the dif'h along the wosi side of 
(he W. & L. K K II.

Adams street line to and atro.-s= the 
Wheeling ligTit or way and thence 
along the west linp of the right of way 
north to the ravine north of Chestnut 
street. 
A survey shows that to do 


hat would necessitate a cutting at 
Chestnut street of over twenty feet 
•tnd would lengthen the lines of sew- 
rs in this vicinity about, 1,500 feet 


without corresponding advantage oth- 
er than some reduction in sizes of 
sewers south of Adams street. 


'Another rather unfavorable feat- 


ure of such disposition, is that it 
would be a material diversion of nat- 
ural drainage."
